note and the second with the sale of 
the cattle. 
The first paragraph d e­ 
mand s ju d gment of $4,100 and the 
second $3,200. 
The 
complaint al­ 
leges that on Ju ly 15, 19 13 A. P. 
Walker requ ested 
the 
Kensington 
Farm to ex ecu te to him a promis­ 
sory note for the su rd of $4,000 as 
an accommod ation withou t any con­ 
sid eration. 
The note was ex ecu ted 
by the secretary of the corporation^ 
Kila H. Dow, 
and 
the 
treasu rer, 
George W. Thompson. The note was 
d u e in fou r months bearing six per 
cent, interest. 
Accord ing 
to 
the 
complaint the note was end orsed by 
Charles E. Book and Fred F. Dow, 
the end orsers being accommod ation 
end orsers 
for 
no 
consid eration 
whatev er. 
The complaint fu rther states that 
it was agreed between the plaintiff 
corporation and the d efend ant that 
he was to giv e the plaintiff in ex ­ 
change for the 
note 
his 
certain 
promissory note for $4,000 d u e in 
fou r months and bearing 
six 
per 
cent, interest. 
It is alleged that the 
d efend ant wholly failed 
and 
re­ 
fu sed to ex ecu te the note althou gh 
frequ ent d emand s were mad e. 
It is 
also alleged that on a certain d ay , 
the d ate which is 
not giv en, Mr. 
Walker for a v alu able consid eration 
transferred and assigned the note 
ex ecu ted by the plaintiff to the d e­

bank, which bank now hold s and is 
the owner of 
the note.

transaction the plaintiff alleges that 
it is d amaged in the su m of $4,000 
together with interest at six

The second paragraph states that 
the plaintiff pu rchased twelv e head

In the 
su it against the Liv erpool and Lon­ 
d on and Globe Company , Mr. Jack­ 
son also names the Ru shv ille Nation- 
1 bank. 
The complaints in both su its arc 
alike. 
He alleges that the policies 
were to cov er a general 
stock of 
merchand ise and the v alu e placed on 
the stock that was d estroy ed by the 
fire by Mr. Jackson was $5,000. He

The first d istribu tion to the cou n­ 
ties of the fu nd s obtained for road 
work u nd er the new motor v ehicle 
law will take place the first of the 
y ear, and it is estimated that some­ 
thing like $125,000 will be d istribu t­

This d istribu tion is 
mad e,

third being giv en equ ally 
to

ninety -two cou nties of 
the 
state, 
one-third in proportion to the nu m­ 
ber of miles of improv ed road each 
cou nty bears to the total nu mber of 
miles in the state and one-third in 
proportion of the nu mber 
of 
cars 
owned in each cou nty . 
Ru sh cou nty ’s ‘share of the first 
one-third which w’iil be d iv id ed 'the 
first of Janu ary will amou nt to $453. 
It is impossible to tell now how mu ch 
the other two third s will be becau se 
of the method u sed in spiking the 
rest of the fu nd . 
As u su al, there is some complaint 
among tax pay ers becau se 
of 
this 
method of d iv id ing the 
au tomobile 
tax fu nd among the cou nties. It is the 
same plan that is u sed in d iv id ing 
the common school fu nd , with a 
t ew 
v ariations. 
“Why not,” ask a man the other 
d ay , “let the au tomobile tax be paid 
into the cou nty treasu rer and the 
money be u sed ou the road s of that 
giv en cou nty instead of pay ing it all 
into the state and hav ing it d iv id ed 
in the fashion prescribed by the law’ 
among all the cou nties f ” 
The same 
answer in 
this 
case 
w’ou ld apply as in the case of 
the 
school fu nd . 
Some cou nties in In­ 
d iana, with fewer au tomobiles, hav e 
mu ch worse road s than Ru sh cou nty . 
If the tax from the au tomobiles in 
the cou nties with few au tomobiles 
and u nimprov ed road s were u sed to 
bu ild u p the road s of that cou nty , 
the road s wou ld not ad v ance as fast 
as the road s of the other cou nties. 
After a few y ears of operation of 
this plan, some cou nties wou ld hav e 
ex cellent road s and the others w’ou ld 
hav e v ery poor road s. 
As in the case of the school fu nd , 
this apportionment of the 
au tomo­ 
bile license tax fu nd will work to the 
d isad v antage 
of 
Marion 
cou nty 
more than any other , cou nty in the 
state becau se there are more au to­ 
mobiles there, ju st as there are more 
people who pay school tax . 
It is v ery likely that the tax will 
also he d isad v antageou s 
to 
Ru sh 
cou nty , becau se the school tax ap­ 
portionment is. Ru sh cou nty alway s 
receiv es less back from the state for 
its schools that it pay s in. The d if­ 
ference goes to the cou nties 
which 
are 
thinly 
popu lated 
and 
whose 
schools are not as Ru sh cou nty ’s. 
Nex t y ear when the fees receiv ed 
will be for a y ear, this fu nd is ex ­ 
pected to net the road s of the state 
something 
near 
$350,000. 
Now’ 
then, if the local 
officers 
hav ing 
charge of this fu nd wfill see to 
it 
that the money gets on the road s, it 
will greatly aid in improv ing Ind ia­ 
na's sy stem of splend id highway s. 
Most of the states in 
the Union 
hav e a similar law as the one now 
in force in this state, ex cept 
that 
many states hav e a state highway 
commission, which has in charge the 
Continu ed o n Po g o 
t.

Dealers who sell cold storage eggs 
mu st hav e a sign d esignating them 
from fresh eggs, accord ing to a cir­ 
cu lar which has ju st been sent to in­ 
spectors by

Eggs hav e reached the high mark 
for this season of the y ear. 
They 
are now’ retailing at forty cents a 
d ozen, hav ing Ascend ed to that price 
in the last few’ weeks. 
Cold storage 
eggs are said to be on the market 
here. The circu lar follows: 
“The cold storage law prov id es 
that w’hen eggs that hav e been in 
cold storage for thirty d ay s are sold 
at retail there shall be placed in or 
on the receptacle containing them, in 
fu ll v iew’ of the pu blic, a card not 
smaller than six inches in wid th by 
six inches in length, on which shall 
be printed the word s ‘cold storage’ in 
plain gothic letters, not 
l ess than two 
inches in length, 
and the wrapper, 
bag or container in which said eggs 
are d eliv ered to the pu rchaser by the 
retailer shall he plainly stamped with 
the word s ‘cold storage.’ 
“Neglect to comply with these pro­ 
v isions, su bjects the person, firm or 
corporation responsible to a fine of 
not less than $25 and it is mad e the 
d u ty of all food and health officials 
to see that the law is enforced . Any 
ev asion or neglect will not be toler­ 
ated . 


“You r attention is fu rther called 
to the renov ated bu tter law, which 
requ ires that all bu tter prod u ced by 
reclaiming 
or reworking packing 
stock or other bu tter shall bear the 
word s ‘renov ated bu tter’ or ‘process

Plan to Increase Infantry Arm of the 
Serv ice Outlined. 
An army of 115,000 men is what the 
infantry arm of the serv ice has asked 
of the secretary of war, according to 
adv ices from Washington. This would 
p ermit the formation within the Unit­ 
ed States of a mobile army of three In­ 
fantry div isions of twenty -sev en regi­ 
ments, one cav alry div ision of twelv e 
regiments and sev en regiments of field 
artillery . 
This increase also contemp lates in­ 
creasing the nu mber of men in the in­ 
fantry comp anies from 05 to IOO. the 
former being at p resent the minimum 
on a p eace footing. 
On the basis of the p rop osed increase 
the mobile army , ex clu siv e of the coast 
artillery and troop s serv ing bey ond the 
seas, would consist of 35,000 infantry . 
12,000 cav alry . 5,400 field artillery . 
2,200 au x iliary troop s, a total of 54,000 
men, or an enlisted man to ev ery 1,700 
p op ulation.

The Fiv e Republica ns a nd Mr. Hitch­ 
cock, Who Cla im to Be the “ Regti 
la rs,” Decla ring the Six Administra 
tion Democra ts a re the “ Insurgents, 
Find Sev era l Points on Which to Erv 
tor a Disa greement on Proposed Bill 


Wa shington, Nov . 15.—In the com 
fileted bill which the six Democra tic 
members of the sena te ba nking a nd 
currency committee will submit to the 
full committee toda y , the words “ la w 
ful money ” will ha v e a n ev en more 
restricted a pplica tion tha n ha d been 
giv en them two da y s a go, whey they 
crept ba ck into the currency bill. Un 
der the new a pplica tion “ la wful mon­ 
ey ” ma y not be used for redemption 
purposes a nd the la test dra ft of the 
bill prov ides tha t it ma y be used only 
a s a reserv e a ga inst deposits a nd 
other lia bilities. The bill requires tha t 
this reserv e must be kept in “ gold or 
la wful money ." 
Tile reserv e a ga inst 
note issues must be of gold. 
After the a djournment la st night oi 
the six Democra tic members of the 
committee, who a re a dhering to the 
a dministra tion 
v iew, 
a nnouncement 
wa s ma de tha t they ha d pra ctica lly 
completed the bill a nd would la y it be 
fore the full committee toda y . 
The 
fire Republica n members a nd Sena tor 
Hitchcock, who a re going forwa rd with 
the work of prepa ring a sepa ra te bill 
sa y they will not be a ble to complete 
their work before the middle of nex t 
week. The six Democra ts will not try 
to crowd ma tters, but will a wa it the 
outcome of the la bors of their Repub 
Mea n collea gues a nd Mr. Hitchcock 
The Republica ns a nd Sena tor Hitch 
cock insist tha t they a re the regula r 
ba nking a nd currency committee, a nd 
tha t the six a dministra tion Democra tic 
sena tors a re the insurgents.
